At pages 2-4 of the 8 December 2003 response, Applicant argues that Applicant's 
"reservation information" has been defined throughout the specification, and Applicant's 
"reservation information" is different from the applied prior art. 

In response, it is respectfully submitted that the specification citations (page 17, 
line 15 to page 18, line 17 of the application as filed) relied upon by the Applicant do not 
provide a positive definition of the claimed "reservation information". Instead, the cited 
passages use non-commltal language that only describes the features which "can" 
(page 3, line 1 1 of the 8 December 2003 response) be, "may be" (page 3, line 14 of the 
8 December 2003 response), and "can be" (page 3, line 16 of the 8 December 2003 
response) included In the claimed "reservation information" in various embodiments. 
Such descriptions fail to define the required features of the "reservation information". As 
such, the Examiner has given the claim language the broadest interpretation and has 
applied art accordingly.
